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TAMING THE NATIVES. 


•Hie Congo state Enforcing: L»w and Order 


Among Barbarian* 


On January 11 last Lieutenant D»e- 


nen, commissioner of the District of 
Banana, heaid that the wife and child 
of a native, who were journeying to 
Cabmda with goods he had received MI 
payment for services as an interpreter, 
had been robbed, tied to a tree, and 
were about to be sent into the interior 
and sold as slaves. All this happened 
at Sancito, a village in the large ter- 
i itoiy governed by the Princess M'Bata. 
Her chief town, Moanda, is only about 
nine miles from Banana, and thither 
Mr. Pnem, an officer of the State, was 
sent early next morning to investigate 
the matter. He went unarmed, and 
had with him only a few porters aad 
the aggrieved interpreter. He was 
taken inside a palisade of bamboos 
and shown into one of the royal build- 
ings. He sent word to the Princess 
that he had come for a palaver, and 
she soon appeared, clad in red and 
white cloths of Europe, and wearing a 
linen headdress. Her feet were bare, 
and she wore around her neck a num- 
ber of silver bands, some of them worth 


5 apiece. The Princess said she 


could not begin the palaver until all 
her chiefs were assembled. 
The 


time for the interview wa* fijed 
for some hours later, and when 
the Princess next appeared she was 
sturounded by the ten tributary chiefs 
of her district, each carrying a baton 
studded with brass nails as an emblem 
of authority. They wore the skins of 
wild beasts around their waists, and 
many fetiches depended from their 
necks. Each had with him an inter- 
preter and one other person as escort 
The Princess seated herself upon a mat 
and said to the white man: "Now tell 
me whatyou wish." 


The name which all the natives ap- 


ply to the Governor of the Congo State 
is Boula Matari, the name they first 
gave to Stanley. "I come as the rep- 
resentative of Boula Matari," aaidMr. 
Priem, "to talk with you because you 
are the chief of all this territory. Can 
you tell me if Boula Matari has ever 
arrested one of your people who has 
done nawrongP" 


"Whyxlo you ask me thatP" inquired 


M'Bata. "I nm the friend of Boula 
Matau '* 


"Answer my question," said the 


white man, "and then I will tell you 
why I ask it." 


"If Boula Matari arrested one of my 


people who had not done wrong," said 
the Princess, "it would not be just." 


"Very well. Now listen. Here is 


my interpreter. 
While his wife and 


child weie returning to their country 
with the fiuits of their labor they were 
robbed and made captive by your peo- 
ple. Is that justP" 


All the circumstances vere detailed, 


and then the Princess, turning to hei 
chiefs, cried in anirritated voice: "My 
subjects have arrested these strangers 
and I did not know it; and they be- 
longed to Boula Matari. Go quickly 
and find this woman and the child; 
and you, "white man, do not leave us 
until they have been brought here." 


Two or thiee chiefs rushed away to 


the village, where the woman and 
child had been seized. While await- 
ing their return M'Bata said that she 
would obey the laws of the Congo 
State and that she recognized its au- 
thority over her territoiy, because it 
had been founded for the good of the 
natives and its laws were just. Several 
hours later the chiefs returned with 
the news that the captives had bit* 
taken to another village, and that they 
conld not be restored to the wroagvd 
husband till the next morning. 


Next day the chiefs came to Ban aha 


•with the woman and child, and the 
goods taken from them were returned. 
The. chiefs then, in the name of tfc* 
Princess, made a new declaration of 
submission to the State and agreed to 
conform to its laws. They added that 
the next time Boula Matari came to 
Banana the Princess and chiefs would 
come in person to pay their respects.— 
Le Mouvement Qeographique.

Death, of an Educational Veteran. 


Hon. B. G. Boots, of Tamaroa, Perry 


county, died at his home on the afternoon 
of May 9th. "Father" Roots came-to 
Illinois in 1836 as one of the engineers 
of the state system ot railroads inaugu- 
rated about that time. When the finan- 
cial crisis of 1837 put an end to that wild 
scheme, he commenced teaching and 
continued to be profoundly interested in 
everything pertaining to that subject up 
to the time ot his death. 
Probably 


there was not another man of his age in 
Illinois who continued so long an active 
attendant upon ell educational gather- 
ings as Mr. Boots. He first met with 
the Illinois State Teachers'Association 
at its third meeting in Springfield in 1855. 
He was elected president at the meeting 
held in Decatur in 1857, and presided 
with great acceptance at the stormy 
meeting held the next year in Galesburg. 
For a period of 33 years he rarely missed 
a meeting of this body, being present in 
Springfield in December lust. He was 
one ot the early and earnest friends of 
the movement to establish Normal schools 
in the state. In the early days of the 
school he almost always made the long 
journey from his home to Bloornington 
to be present at the annual examinations 
of the Normal University. For about 
twenty-five years he has been a member 
of the State Board of Education, and 
for four years served as its president. 
No man has been more faithful in the 
performance of all duties pertaining to 
the office. 


It falls to the lot of but few men to so 


profoundly affect the educational inter- 
ests of his own section ot the state as 
did B. G. Boots. As county superintend- 
ent and teacher, no man was more favor- 
ably known nor more highly respected 
than he. In all the relations of life he 
was a noble specimen of the old time 
gentleman.

Lft Them BUITT Dp, for the Blinds 


Judge* Are Getting Tired of Strangers 
and Propone to Confine Decree! to Cltl- 
l»n> ol Illluota—Procuring Divorce!. 


[Hpeclat Correspondence.] 


CHICAGO, May 8.—Envious onlookers may 


deny Chicago's right to be considered an art 
center or a seat of culture and learning, but 
they canuot gainsay her pre-eminence in the 
matter of divorces. This bustling and pro- 
gressive city has gained almost as much repu- 
tation by her divorces an by her conflagra- 
tions and pork. Jokes and gibes concerning 
Chicago divorces pass current everywhere. 
"Chicago! Ten minutes for divorce!" shouts 
the brakemau on the minstrel stage, and 
thousands laugh. Why they should laugh 1 
cannot Imagine, for there IB no more serious 
business than this one of getting a. divorce. 
If you do not believe it, try it. But do not, 
for your own sake, fall into the error, more 
or less common throughout the country, of 
believing that In Chicago divorces are given 
for the asking, or sold as glasses of beer or 
boxes of bonbon* and other delicacies and 
necessities are sold in the shops. Divorce 
hunting mortals have come here believing 
they could procure a divorce the day after 
their arrival and in time to catch the evening 
train for home, it is not necessary to picture 
their disappointment. While it is true that 
Chicago, facile and foremost in all things, 
does carry on the divorce business with some- 
thing like neatness and dispatch, it is also 
true that there are certain forms to be ob- 
served here as elsewhere, certain convention- 
alities and amenities which must be respected. 


Chicago is not as bad as she is painted in 


the divorce line, nor in any other for that 
matter, and just now our courts are making 
an effort to exercise a little more dignity and 
circumspection in their divorce proceedings, 
such as closing their doors against the Satur- 
day crowds, which have long made "divorce 
day" a carnival, or, as we say in the wild 
west, a picnic of sin, sorrow and scandal. 
People who do not live in Chicago, but who 
have been making ready to come here tor a 
season for a certain purpose, will be inter- 
ested in knowing that the courts are also 
making an effort to discriminate against and 
entirely circumvent the numerous matri- 
monial squatters who pre-empt a brief and 
fleeting Chicago residence with the sole idea 
of taking advantage of the lax divorce laws 
of Illinois. 


Still, even Including the imported cases, 


Chicago's divorce record compares favorably 
with that of Puritan New England. Here 
one divorce Is granted to sixteen marriages. 
This is bad enough, heaven knows. But even 
this proportion is not so great as that in Con- 
necticut, where one marriage out of eight 
ends in divorce, nor so discouraging as that 
in Rhode Island, where two weddings out of 
seventeen have a divorce sequel, nor yet so 
agreeable to the lawyers as the showing 
made by the farmers of Vermont, among 
whom there is a divorce in every dozen mar- 
riagea 
Even Massachusetts is more fond of 


divorce than Illinois, the average there be- 
ing one dissolution for .every nfteeu con- 
tracts. 


As in every state of the Union, as well as 


hi every civilized country where divorce is 
recognized at all, disobedience of the Sev- 
enth commandment ia iu Illinois sufficient 
cause for divorce absolute. Other causes in 
this state are desertion for a period exceed- 
ing two years, extreme and repeated cruelty, 
habitual drunkenness, bigamy and felony. 
But these are not the most lax laws to be 
found in this country, hi Indiana, Connec- 
ticut and some other states non-support is a 
good ground, while in some others so slight 
•and common a misfortune as incompatibility 
of temper will suffice, 
in New York and one 


or two of the New England states adultery is 
the sole cause for which absolute divorce is 
granted, and in those states decrees are ex- 
ceedingly rare. 


A great source of trouble iu Illinois is that 


while the law requires complainant to have 
been for at least one year an actual resident 
of the state, it does not compel the offering 
of proof of such residence. And when, as is 
generally the case with these Imported suits, 
no defendant appears in court, and conse- 
quently there is no one to dispute the claim 
of legal residence, the applicant stands a very 
good chance. True, the judge sometimes 
has his suspicions aroused, and is inclined to 
ask pertinent questions for his own satisfac- 
tion, but if the eager seeker for relief from 
matrimonial woe is willing to commit per- 
jury—and he generally is—the court is com- 
pelled to believe the story and hear the evi- 
dence. 
———

Suppose a New Yorker, or a Callfor- 
uian, or a resident of any other state, 
wants to get rid of his wife. He sends her to 
her relatives on a visit, and himself takes 
the train to Chicago. Going in to court there, 
be makes affidavit that be has been a resident 
of the state for one year; that his wife is a 
non-resident, and that her whereabouts is to 
him unknown. The court grants him per- 
mission to give notice to the defendant that 
a suit for divorce has been commenced 
against her "by publication in any news- 
paper of general circulation" once a week 
for four weeks. This advertisement is of 
course printed in the most obscure newspaper 
that can be found, where the chances are ten 
to one against the wife ever seeiug or hear- 
ing of it. 
Then the husband comes into 


court with his affidavit of publication, no 
defendant appears, the cooked up and per- 
haps largely false evidence is presented, and 
a decree quickly follows. Scores of divorces 
have been put through these courts in this 
ihatneless manner, and though the judges 
are now more suspicious and exacting, fraud- 
ulent cases are still i occasionally rushed 
through. But a few weeks ago a woman 
came here from New York on hearing that 
her husband bad secured a divorce while she 
was visiting her mother. She was dum- 
founded, for her husband had always ap- 
peared to be satisfied with her, and their 
relations had been, so far as she knew, mosl 
happy. But he had smuggled a suit against; 
her through the courts, and had not hesitated 
to make vile charges against her character. 
The little woman was not crushed. Though 
her heart was broken, her pride was aroused, 
and bur subsequent conduct was that of a 
woman scorned. She made a fight. She 
had her. case written up iu the newspapers. 
She hired good lawyers, and with public 
opinion on her side, was able to get the case 
reopened. It turned out that the husband 
bad secured the divorce so that he might 
marry a rich widow of whom be had become 
enamored, and was off for that purpose when 
his lawyers called-biin back to meet.the new 
turn of affairs. He came back, was badly

Caws ore often reopened in thl» city, the 


law of the state proyidlii|r that oateftnaj- be 
reopened within three yeara of -the date- of 
decree. This is supposed if rive absent de- 
fendants a chance to correct the jajnatioa of 
ex parte proceedings, but the provision ft one 
of doubtful public policy. Serious complica- 
tions sometimes arise from the reopening of 
cases, decrees being annulled after the peti- 
tioner has married again. Could you imagine, ; 
anything more unpleasant tttan;a state) of 
affairs like that? It is not absolutely safe to 
remai'ry after a Chicago divorce till three 
years have passed, but in a vast majority of 
cases one or the other of the emancipated 
parties in wedded again in three months. In 
fact, that is wlutt a great many of the peti- 
tioners want a divorce for. A few months 
ago the newspapers announced that after 
hearing a certain case the judge had granted 
a decree. That wus on Sunday. Oil Monday 
the wife who supposed sue had been divorced 
married another ruuii, Tuesday started on 
her wedding tour, and on Wednesday was 
culled back by a teletp-am announcing that 
Ilia newspaper was mistaken, that' no decree 
hod been granted and that none was likely.

Usually five or six months are required to 


get a divorce cu.se through tlie Chicago 
courts, thuugh of Bourse they are often put 
through in much less lima. Some pass in a 
few weeks, and cow and then one is rattled 
through in twenty-four hours. There is a 
divorce lawyer in this city who boasta of 
getting a decree in ten minutes after filing 
his suit. It is not necessary to say that the 
professional divorce lawyer is a pestiferous 
nuisance, ranking with that other social rep- 
tile, the private detective. Chicago divorce 
lawyers used to advertise all over the' coun- 
try and guarantee to get decrees for clients, 
no matter how distant their residence or how 
flimsy their evidence. The legislature has 
made it a penitentiary offense to advertise 
for divorce clients in this state, but the law 
Is evaded by offering to mail a copy of the 
divorce laws for a postage stamp. Hundreds 
of letters are received in thin city every day 
from persons who want to know if they can 
get a divorce without coming here in person, 
and some ignoramuses even go *o far as to 
send along a history of their case, with their 
marriage certificates, asking that a decree 
of separation be sent them by return mail 
Not Infrequently a postscript like this is 
added: "Pleas* attend to this without delay, 
for I am engaged to be married on the — day 
of next mouth, and you can see that I have 
no time to lose." 


A Chicago divoreejeourt In operation J» 


interesting study. There 19 usually a gr< 
crowd present. In nine cans out of ten the 
complaining woman appeal's in court gayly 
dressed, no matter ft her charge against her 
spouse is failure to provide for her wants. 
The unfortunates are often voluble, and 
they are prone to unloose the vials of their 
wrath. They also like to bring their i*il- 
drenlnto court, instinctively beUevtri|r that 
the presence of the little one* will gala them 
sympathy. Sometimes the court room looks 
like a foundlings' homo. Most of the Chicago 
judges are literal in their queries and insist 
upon literal answers. They want a spade 
called a spade. Contested oases are some- 
times fought with great bitterness, but 95 
per cent, of cases are not contested. The 
courts rattle off these default rases with sur- 
prising rapidity. 
On a recent Saturday 


Judge Jamleson tried three doien at the rate 
of ten an hour. Ths fees are |B to begin suit 
and $4 for writing up evidence. All testi- 
mony is taken down in shorthand, and that 
in default cases is written put in full in 
the records, so that if the defendant ever 
comes around and wants to know on what 
grounds a decree was entered against him 
his curiosity may be satisfied. 


It Is very difficult to make people under- 


stand that they cannot get a divorce by 
agreement. The faintest sign of collusion is 
generally sufficient to throw a case out of 
court. The law does not recognize the right 
of persons to practice a sort of legal free love 
in that manner. Even when the defendant 
confesses to desertion, cruelty or adultery, 
the court usually requires corroborating evi- 
dence. People also flnd it very difficult to 
understand that mental torture is not cruelty 
under the law. A mau may so annoy and 
torture a woman that she will want to go off 
and die, but this ii not cruelty in law, unless 
the direct and natural tendency of this men- 
tal suffering is to in jure her physical health, 
or threaten to do so. The Uvw assumes to 
protect the physical only. 


Desertion must be voluntary. If a hus- 


band drives a wife out she does not desert 
him; but if be Invites her back, and seems 
penitent, aud promises in apparent good 
faith to treat her better in future, she must 
return to him or be guilty in law of deser- 
tion. Removal to the, uext house, or even to 
the next tenement, is desertion just as much 
as i£ the removal were to a foreign oountry. 
Again, even though a husband pays for his 
wife's support, he is guilty of desertion if he 
refuses to live with her.. But the husband 
has the aight to choose the home, and where 
he goes his wife must follow, no matter how 
much against her will, or be guilty of deser- 
tion. These are general Interpretations of 
the law, applicable to other states as well as 
Illinois. 


There is no limit to the number of times a 


a man or woman may be divorced. An at- 
tache of the district court in this city remem- 
bers a woman who was in her day divorced 
six tunes, once as the plaintiff and flv» times 
as the defendant. She was a buxom, h&pd- 
some, artful woman, whose greatest delight 
it seemed to bo to charm some poor man into 
matrimony and then to torture him into the 
divorce court. Five times she succeeded in 
this, but at last caught a tartar, who declined 
to appeal to the law to protect bis good 
name and honor, as his predecessor* bad 
done, and instead took his satisfaction In 
thrashings so frequently and vigorously ad- 
ministered that for once the fair persecutor 
was compelled to apply to the courts for re- 
lief. Instances of the second or third divorce 
are by no means rare. 


The records of the Chicago divorce courts 


show some interesting figures. Two-thirds 
of the suits are begun by wives. Qnly one 
half °f the suits result in decrees. Desertion 
is the most frequent charge, cruelty coming 
next, then adultery, and finally drunkenness. 
Excluding the Catholic population there is In 
Chicago one divorce suit to six marriages, A 
vast majority of divorce cases make their 
appearance in court when the . principals 
have been wed from seven to ten years. In 
the most of these coses there was a year or 
two of bliss, marred by occasional quarrels; 
then a gradual cooling of the flres of love, 
neglect, cruelty, a period of endurance for 
pride, children's or family's sake, a brief sea- 
son of alternating hope and despair, of deter- 
mination and irresolution, and' then the 
climax. A veteran clerk of the courts tells 
me that the longest wedded life cut short by 
a decree of separation was tarty-nine years 
and eight months, the couple having numer- 
ous children and' grandchildren, while the 
shortest was three' days. The latter was » 
most scandalous case, and the-youbg husband 
was entirely justified in the course which he 
pursued. Men familiar with the outrages 
and frauds of the divorce courts in this and 
other states agree that the bill for a national 
divorce law, now pending in congress, ehould 
be quickly passed.
